OUNT Wratiflau has fent Advice to 

this Court, that the King of Sweden 

perfifts in his Demand that the Emperour 

thould publifi a formal Declarauon for 
reeftablifhing the Affairs of Religion in 

Silefia, on the Foot of the Treaty of Weftphalia in 
164%; whereas his Imperial Majefty would redrefs 
the Grievances of the Proteftants not by Way of 
Treaty and Agreemeat, but by Way of Grace and 
Favour, after the Deputies he has nominated have 
examin’d their Complaints. Thofe Deputies are the 
Prince of Salm, Count Ortingen Prefident of the 
Aulick Court, Baron Seiler great Chancellor of the 
Court, Count Ginski Chanceilor of Bohemia, Count 
Wratiflaw, and the Secretaries Dublin and Sannig. 
Some Deputies from the Province of Silefia are ar- 
tiv'd here and have waited on the Chanceilor of the 
Court, but ftay for their Full-Powers which they ex- 
pect every Day.

Vienna, Aug.20. The Valet de Chambre of Count 
Wratilau, who came bither from Saxony, is re- 


turn’d thither with the Emperour’s Refolutions ; 


and "tis faid his Swedith Majefty will defift from 
his Pretentions that the County of Hadeln fhould be 
fequefter'd into his Hands, till all the Parties con- 
cera’d confent to it : As to the Decifion of the Affair 
of Lubeck, the King of Sweden’s Exemption from 
paying his Contingent to the Empire towards this 
War,and alfo from doing Homage for the Territories 
he holds of the Empire in Pomerania, his Imperial 
Majefty wiil do any thing to oblige the King of 
Sweden,that is not inconfiftent with his Duty as Head 
ofthe Empire. As to the Grievances of Religion in 
Silefia, certain Minifters are already nominated by 
the Emperour to inquire into them : But inftead of 
reftoring to the Proteftants all the Churches that 
were taken from them fince the Treaty of Weftpha- 
liz, the Imperial Court judge it more practicable 
to pat them into Poffeffion of fome of them thar 
are on the Frontier of Poland, and to give them 
Leave to build new onesto compleat their Number. 
After the Return of the Emprefs Dowager from 
Marienzal, the Princefs of Wolfembuttel will be 
declar’d Bride of King Charles of Spain, and her 
Houfhold will be appointed. The Cardinal of Saxe- 
Zeyts is expected in a few Days, to conduc& her to 
Catalonia. There is no Talk of the Emprefs Dow- 
ager’s going to Naples: On the contrary, ‘tis now 


faid, the will refide ‘in the Spanifh Netherlands, as 


Regent, with the eldeft and the youngeft Arch- 


Durcheffes, the other being to*marry the King of — 


Portugal ; on which Subject the Count de Villamajor, 


Ambaffader from that King, is expected herein a 


tew Days, The éth of September the Hungarians 


will proceed to the Election of a new King at Mon- 
gatich ; and ‘tis fuppos’d that Election will fall on 
Prince Ragotski or the Elector of Bavaria. We 
have receiv'd from Conftancinople the Confirmation 
of the laft Confpiracy to dethrone the Sultan ; and 
that on the Difcovery of it a Bafla and 300 others 
were immediately put to Death: On the 2d of July 
the Aga of the Janifaries, and fome other fulpected 
Perfons of Note were remov’d from their Imploy- 
ments; and the Baffas who had no Imployments, 
were commanded tu retire from Conftantinople.

Drefden, Aug. 26. The Swedes continue their 
March, tho’ flowly, yet with good Difcipline, fo 
that none dares take the leaft thing from any Boor. 
All the Swedifh Officers and Soldiers are oblig’d to 
pay their Debts ; and for thofe that have not Money 
to do it, “tis laid down for them by the King’s Com- 
miffaries, and is to be deducted out of their furure 
Pay. The King of Sweden has put cff bis Depas- 
ture {cme Days, on the Return of an Exprefs from 
Vienna. King Auguftus is indifpos’d, which per- 
haps will hinder him from taking Leave of the Risg 
of Sweden, 

Leipfich, Aug. 29.’ The Swedifi Horfe are not all 
on the March yet ; feveral Regiments being ftill in 
Quarters, "Tis believ’d the King of Sweden will 
fet forward on Monday or ‘Tuefday. next : When or 
where King Auguftus will take his Leave of him is 
not known yet ; ‘tis faid King Auguftus defir'd his 
Swedith Majefty to come into Drefden, becanfe he 
muft pafs by it, but the latter excus’d himfelf on 
Pretence that he had not Time enough. 

Hildefbeim, Aug. 30. Laft Sunday we receiv'’d 
Advice, that the Differences between the Imperial 
and Swedifh Courts relating to the Grievances of 
Religion are made up, and the Agreement fign’d ; 
that all the Churches formerly taken from the Pro- 
teftants in the hereditary Countries are purfuant to 
the Treaty of Weftphalia to be reftor’d to them : 
And that the King of Sweden obliges himfelf to 
give no Moleftation to any of the High Allies. But 
this requires Confirmation.

General Heifter has left the Army to go 
to the Baths of Slangenbach, for fome Indifpofition. 

Francfort, Aug. 28. According to our lateft Ad- 
vices the Guards, Baggage, and many Servants of 
the Elector of Hanover are fer forward, and have 
already pafs’d thro’ Caffel. His Electoral —- 
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intends to go Poft, and is expected here on Tuefday 
or Wednefday. This Day at Noon the Prince of 
Aufpach, wbo has been bere fome Days, is gone to 
Mencz, where he will wait for the Arrival of che E- 
Jector of Hanover. The rainy Weather hinders the 
feom undertaking any thing : The Soldiers 
Cloaths and Shooes are never dry upon them, which 
makes it fear’d many of them will fail fck. 


The Advices from Savoy of the 23d pait import, 
thac {ome Troops which were in the Valley of Aotte, 
were marching to reinforce General Vifconti who 
was belieging Percufe, with Defign afcerwards to 
atcack Feneitrelles and penetrate into Dauphine. 


Hague, Sept. 2. The States have receiv'd Informa- 
tion, that the Imperial Court acquiefces with the 
King of Sweden’s Demands telatung to Religion. 
Ic feems feveral Proteftant Churches in Siletia being 
in the Hands of the Roman Cacholicks, cannot 
eafily be caken from them: Buc the Emperour pro- 
pofes an Equivalent. He offers, to give the Pro- 
teftants Leave to build fo many Churches as the 
Roman Catholicks thall retain, and to furnith Ma- 
terials himfelf for building them. ’Tis advis’d from 
Saxony thac the King of Sweden has faid he will 
take that Propofal into Confideracion : And hop'd 
he will accept of the Expedient, but not ftay in 
the Country will tis executed. The Duke cf Marl- 
borough is in Motion with the Army, to endeavour 
to draw the Enemy to a Battle if poilible ; buc ’tis 
expected they will as induftrieufly endeavour to 
avoid it: In which Cafe fome fuppofe we fhall lay 
Siege to fome Place of Imporance, but orhers think 
the Seafon is roo much advanc’d and too bad for 
fach an Enterprize.
